Therefore, aside from » fesaeroua 
supply of fingerprints which do not in any way tosgrferxvns ha Ip ae, blotches, 
smears and lint in ths photograph itself, it is .rush less else? than it could be. 

I merely ask that you have the lab make a good print from the exi stirg 
negative from which the print in the fils was mode, iad 1 So hope it can te done 
in less then the three rs.on.ths this required. If ths file print was cropped, it will 
not be necessary to go to the considerable trouble of cropping tag -print far me, 
if it is made. I will accept the print from the full negative, 8x10, if ta e 
negative wee cropped. My purpose is not to cause you trouble {a feeling I wish 
the department reciprocated). It is merely to get the clearest possible print. 

The poor quality of this one introduces questions that should not and, I think, 

need not exist. It would nave been easier to state a clear print to begin with. 

Also missing is the legend on the back of ite print «r. Anderson had, 
when he showed it to me in court 8/12. I’d appreciate e xerox of the back, 
which would duplicate this. 

It has been reported to me that your public-relations office has
